WATCHING THE PRISONER. 

On Friday, Eiizabeth May, of Ponsonby 
Buildings, Blackfriars, remembered seeing 
Neill and Masters in Gatti's Music Hall in 
October last.

Aiter the performance was over she accom- 
panied them in a cab to Ludgate Circus. On 
arriving there they went into a public-house 
and hada drink. Neill then bade Masters 
and witness “Good evening," and went in 
the direction of Flect-street.

а square top and a long black coat. He was 
not wearing glasses.

A short time after- 
wards Masters showed the witness a letter, 
saying that the writer would call to seo 
Masters between 3and 5 on Friday afternoon. 
There were two initials at the bottom of the 
letter, but she could not say what they were.

EXPLOSION ON A FRENCH CRUISER. 
Sixteen MEN INJURED, 

A fearful accident, in which sizteen men 
barely escaped with their lives and to the 
effects of which several may yet succumb, 
occurred the other evening on rd the new 
cruiser, the Dupuy de Lome. During a tri. 
of her machinery the head of one of her 
boilers was blown out, the engine-room beirg 
immediately filled with steam and sm ke, 
and the occupants reduced to an ap) оиу 
lifeless condition. Tho scene, as cribed 
by those who effected the rescue of the 
sufferers on the cruiser being put back to 
pore. was appalling, many of the victims 

aving been shockingly scalded. The Dupuy 
de Lome had been travelling at the rate of 
nearly twenty knots. Everything went on well 
until tho electric leut suddenly ailed. The en- 
gineers, thus thrown into a state ofmomentary 
embarassment, did al! they could to examine 
the machinery, and they had no sooner dis- 
covered that the water supply in the boiler 
had fallen short than a territic exp 
sion occurred. ‘The whole place was fi led 
with steam, and the stokers, unable to effect 
their escape from their confined quarters, 
would have succumbed to their injuries but 
for the presence of mind of the chief 
engineer, who broke open the door of their 
compartment and gallantly led the way to 
their rescue. Ali this occurred in the midst 
of an alarm of fire, the coal bunkers having 
been discovered to be in flames. When the 
sLokers were reached they were found writhe 
ing in the most horrible convulsions. Several 
men had bitten themselves on their arms or 
hands, whilo others had similarly attacked
